(L. Ss.) THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the town of Croydon quali- 
fied to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said town on Tuesday, the 10th day of March 
next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $1,225.00 for the maintenance of the Dart- 
mouth College Road, the State to give the sum of 
$6,125.00 for the same.

My twelfth annual report is hereby presented for 
your consideration. It includes many items which 
seem worthy of appearing in a permanent record. 


The public schools were opened on the eighth of 
September with one change in the teaching force. Miss 
Reney has had one year of normal training at Keene 
followed by a course at the State University. She has 
also four years of teaching experience.
